Plants Which Grow Far From 
Soil Are Placed In Chicago 
Field Museum. 


Chicago.— (A P )— An 
“aerial 
g a r­ 


den," a clum p of flowering p lants that 


grow far from soil o f any kind, has 


been placed on exhibition in the Field 


M useum in Chicago. 


It is a group o f exotic plants from 
the 
luxuriant 
vegetation 
of 
the 
! Guiana jun gle, where in the oom pe- 
; tition for space and light m any dif- 
1 feren t kinds o f flowering p lants are 
forced to live in the tops o f trees, ac­ 
cording to Dr. B. E. D ahlgren, a ctin g 
cu iator of botany of the m useum , w ho 
obtained the specim en while a t the 
head o f the Stanley 
Field 
B ritish 
Guiana expedition. 
The w hole m ass centers about a 
young fig tree, which begins its e x ist­ 
ence as a parasite until its lon g aerial 
roots, fa llin g from the branches of 
the su pporting tree, can reach the 
ground, a fte r which it is enabled to 
“stand on its own fee t.” 
Clustered about this in the tr e e ­ 
top garden are the other plants, w hich 
are not parasitic, hut are “epiphytes" 
— that is. Doctor D ahlgren exp lain s, 
plants 
w ith 
a 
“perching 
habit.” 
A m ong them are air plants o f the 
pineapple fam ily, a flat-jointed cac­ 
tus, a sim ple-leaved aroid, and an or­ 
chid w ith spidery 
yellow 
flow ers. 
About thv plants is a nest built by 
a colony o f term ites or w hite an ts, 
and below' the nest there is a tropical 
m istletoe.
